Tax Cut Extension 
Pushed; Faces Veto 


Ford Continues 
In-Depth Talks 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The bill to 
extend this year’s tax cut heads for 
action on the House floor where 
liberals will attempt to end some tax 
advantages, including the so-called 
“ Perot amendment.” 
The House is expected to send the 
bill to the Senate tonight or Thursday. 
Both chambers face time pressures to 
finish the tax-cut extension before 
adjourning for Christmas either Dec. 
12 or Dec. 19 because the tax cuts now 
in effect expire Dec. 31. 


Internal Revenue Service Com­ 
missioner Donald C. Alexander said 
Tuesday the government will require 
employers to increase the amount of 
taxes withheld from workers’ pay­ 
checks after Dec. 31 if no taxcut ex­ 
tension has been approved. He ruled 
out any temporary administrative 
extension of current tax rates. 


The tax-cut bill faces a veto by 
President Ford, who has said he would 
send back any bill that fails to tie 
spending cuts to the tax cut. Such a 
link was rejected by the House Ways 
and Means Committee. 


R egardless of any tax-revision 
provisions the House adopts, Sen. 
Russell lx>ng, DI a ., chairman of the 
Senate Finance Committee, which 
must take up the measure in the Sen­ 
ate, has indicated he plans to strip the 
bill of all but a simple extension of the 
tax cuts because there is no time left 
this year to consider revisions. 


In a final pitch for House votes for 
the basic bill, Rep. Al Ullman, D-Ore., 
chairman of the Ways and Means 
Committee, said failure today 
to 
sustain the proposed plan of action on 
some major amendments “ could well 
so prolong the bill’s consideration by 
the House that a tax increase of $1 
billion a month will occur on Jan. I and

our whole effort to achieve meaningful 
tax reform will be undermined.” 
The proposed plan of action, as 
recommended by the House Rules 
Committee, will allow some amend­ 
ments to be made from the floor of the 
House, a step rarely taken because 
Ways and Means tax legislation usu­ 
ally is offered to the floor only for 
approval or disapproval. Amendments 


are frowned upon because of the 
complexity of the legislation and the 
economic issues involved 
However, this time the committee’s 
leadership sought to permit some 
amendments designed to eliminate 
some tax advantages. One of the 
targets is expected to be the com- 
mitteeapproved provision that would 
enable large investors to recoup some 


of their losses. 
The Wall Street Journal has said 
Texas businessman H. Ross Perot 
would gain about $15 million in tax

City’s Tree Removal Program 
Explained To Councilmen 


PEKING (AP) - President Ford 
and China’s acting premier held a 
significant talk “ covering a wide 
range of international issues” today, 
the White House reported. 
It was the second business meeting 
between the visiting American leader 
and First Vice Premier Teng Hsiao- 
ping. The White House said the session 
on the third day of Ford’s five-day visit 
to China lasted 2 4 hours, half an hour 
longer than their first meeting on 
Tuesday. 
“ Significant” was also the word 
which Ford as well as the Chinese used 
to describe the President’s talk 
Tuesday with Chairman Mao Tse-tung. 
“ It was a significant conversation,” 
the 
President 
told 
newsmen. 
“ It 
covered a very wide range of matters 
involving the international scene as 
well as our bilateral relations.” 
Neither the President nor other 
sources gave any information about 
what the 81-year-old Chinese leader 
discussed. But it was assumed that he 
emphasized his government’s fear that 
Soviet-Am erican detente is being 
Heavy Rain 
Continues 
In Northwest

The rain that has plagued the North­ 
west continued into today with heavy 
downpours over the western half of 
Washington. 
Snow 
flurries, 
oc­ 
casionally mixed with rain, continued 
in the northern rockies. 
On Tuesday, flood waters surged 
through the streets of many towns in 
western Washington while mud and 
snow slides forced the closing of some 
of the state’s major highways. 
At least 250 families were evacuated 
from their homes and a mayor and one 
county official asked to have their dis­ 
tricts designated disaster areas. 
The heavy rain was expected to 
slack off, causing the rivers to recede 
slowly. 
Below-zero temperatures reached 
the Arrowhead region of Minnesota 
early this morning. Frost stretched 
from the northern half of the plains 
into the Ohio Valley and the mountains 
of South Carolina. 
In the West, temperatures were in 
the 40s and 50s in the Pacific Coast- 
states 
and 
cooler 
in 
the 
higher 
elevations. 
Clouds covered the northern plains, 
the Great Lakes states and the Ohio 
Valley. Snow flurries swirled in the 
upper Mississippi Valley and along the 
lower Great Lakes. And patches of fog 
formed during the night over a portion 
of the central plains.

“ It was exciting, a surprise,” said 
Mrs. Ford. “ I was impressed at his 
strength and his health. He looked 
exactly like his pictures.’’ 
She said she told Mao “ it was a great 
honor for him to receive us.” 
Mao, who will be 82 on Dec. 26, has 
been reported to have difficulty 
speaking since a stroke, and Mrs. Ford 
was asked whether he could be clearly 
understood.

the decision to 
remove the trees. The service director 
explained that he picked out the dead 
and dying trees he wanted removed 
but the final decision was up to the 
contractor employed to remove them. 
If the trees do not present a hazard 
because of their state of decay in the 
opinion of the contractor they are left 
standing, Jones said. 
Stumps are left standing because of 
the additional cost of removal. Council 
appropriated $4,000 this year for the 
tree removal program. 
Jones was criticized by Councilman 
Jenkins for his policy, reporting that a 
similar complaint had been received 
concerning the tree removal program 
a year ago. 
“ We need better conununication 
between you and the mayor and the 
people,” 
Jenkins told the service 
director. 
City solicitor John Adkins explained 
the liability of the city concerning 
trees that are on the public right of 
way. He also told council members 
that residents who have these trees 
trimmed and repaired do so at their 
own risk. 
In another communication received 
by council, the Church of Christ in 
Christian Union, East Ohio Street, 
requested the city to vacate Smith 
Alley from Ohio Street to Monroe 
Alley. 
The request was submitted by the 
law firm of l>eist and Kitchen, at­ 
torneys for the church The Churches 


of Christ in Christian Union own all 
adjacent property along the length of 
the alley for which the vacation is 
requested. The Church would like to 
add on to its present building and 
cannot unless the alley is vacated. The 
request was referred to the safety and 
service committees for study.

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Ohio Marketbasket Near Even

Ups and downs were evenly split on 
the Ohio Associated Press Market­ 
basket during 
November 
but 
the 
average cost of the total shopping list 
went up I cent over the end of October. 
Egg prices led the gainers— 14 per 
cent above the previous month—and 
margarine led declining prices with a 
drop of 7 per cent. 
Among the 16 items priced in 16 Ohio 
cities for the survey, seven rose, seven 
declined and two registered no change 
in the end of October-end of November 
comparison. 
The meat counter was the brightest 
spot for shoppers with 3 per cent 
declines in hamburger and chuck 
roast, a halfcent drop in whole frying 
chickens and .09 of a per cent drop in 
pork chops. 
A half-gallon of whole milk rose 3 per 
cent, peanut butter up 4 per cent, 
bread up 3 per cent, coffee up 3 per 
cent, detergent up .08 of a percent and 
orange juice up 2 per cent for the 
month. 


Statewide, the most expensive city 
was Athens at $19.63, up from $19.23 a 
month earlier while the cheapest was 
Massillon at $16.72 No (Xtober figure 
was available from 
Massillon for 
comparison. 


The average for the total list in the 16 
cities was $18 61, up a penny from 
October. 


Aside from the butcher counter, 
declining average prices were seen in 
a five-pound bag of granulated sugar, 
down 3 per cent, and a ten-pound bag of 
white potatoes, down 4 per cent. 
Toilet tissue and chocolate chip 
cookies were unchanged on averages.

NEW YORK (AF) - Selling bat­ 
tered the stock market again today 
amid economic worries and disap­ 
pointment at the failure of the market 
to rally following last week’s agree­ 
ment on a save-New York City plan. 
The Dow Jones average of 30 in­ 
dustrial stocks, off 13.14 on Tuesday, 
had tumbled another 13.70 points to 
829.50 by noon today. Losers swamped 
gainers by about a 10*1 margin on the 
New York Stock Exchange. 
Brokers noted spreading concern 
over the durability of the economic 
recovery that began in the third 
quarter. In a report that reached Wall 
Street today, New York’s F irst 
National City Bank forecast minimal 
growth in the economy over the next 
couple of quarters, although it did 
foresee a pickup in the pace later next 
year. 
Sony was the Big Board volume 
leader, down % at 101b in trading that 
included a 50,000-share block at 10%. 
The NYSE’s composite index fell .73 
to 46.49, and the 
American 
Stock 
Exchange market 
value index was 
down .83 at 83.25.

R etaliation 
For Israeli 
Raids Seen 


BEIRUT, Lebanon (AP) — The 
Palestine guerrilla command today 
promised “ immediate reprisals” for 
the big Israeli air raid Tuesday, and 
the lebanese government asked the 
United Nations Security Council for an 
urgent meeting to take up charges of 
aggression against Israel. 


The Palestinians said it was “ the 
biggest attack in the history of Israeli 
assau lts again st Palestinians in 
lebanon.” 
The lebanese police said seven 
more bodies were recovered today, 
bringing the toll to about IOO killed and 
more than 150 wounded in the attacks 
on refugee camps and guerrilla bases 
in northern and southern lebanon. 


Palestinian spokesmen said nearly 
half the victims were women and 
children living in camp hovels near 
guerrilla installations. 
lebanese Premier Rashid Karami 
appealed to world opinion “ to deter the 
aggresso r and purify society of 
arrogance and acts of violation of the 
rights of peoples.” 
He ordered I^ebanon’s delegation at 
U.N. headquarters in New York to ask 
for an urgent Security Council meeting 
to take up the aggression charges 
against Israel. 


A rocket attack on several set­ 
tlements in northern Israel was the 
first 
retaliation 
for the 
attack 
Tuesday. The Israelis said four border 
settlements were hit and that two men 
were injured slightly. 
Although the Israeli command gave 
no reason for Tuesday’s raids, they 
followed an increase in guerrilla at­ 
tacks on Israeli border settlements. An 
Israeli military source said they were 
also a demonstration that Israel would 
meet the guerrillas “ only on the battle­ 
field” and not at the United Nations, 
where the Security Council said 
Sunday night that the Palestine 
Liberation O rganization would be 
invited to participate in a council 
debate on the A raM sraeli situation in 
January. 


In other Arab-Israeli developments: 
- President Ford and Secretary of 
State Henry A. Kissinger, in China, 
sent m essages to Israeli leaders in an 
attempt to reassure them of U.S. in­ 
tentions after the United States failed 
to block the promise of Palestinian 
participation in the Security Council 
debate.

Armed with pistols and a hunting 
rifle, the Indonesians seized the four- 
coach local train Tuesday, killed the 
engineer and another man and took the 
passengers hostage, officials reported. 
The train was standing on the track 
in an open field, ringed by police,

and 
arm y 
marksmen. But they stayed 650 yards 
from the train because the Indonesians 
were “ shooting at anything that 
moves,” a police spokesman said. 
Officials said the gang attached 
dynamite to the train and threatened 
to blow it up unless their demands 
were met. 
The hijackers were reported to be 
militant exiles from the South Molucca 
or Spice Islands, the scene of an un­ 
successful revolt against Indonesia in 
1950. It was believed that they were 
trying to call attention to the South 
Moluccan independence movement. 
Three women released from the 
train with a 3-year-old child shortly 
after the hijacking brought the police a 
demand for transportation to Amster­ 
dam ’s Schiphol Airport, 90 miles away, 
and a plane to fly the hijackers out of 
the country with an unspecified 
number of hostages. 
Another demand apparently was for 
two transistor radios. But when a 
policeman stripped to his underwear 
and tried to take them to the train, the 
hijackers warned him off. An official 
said several passengers aboard the 
train were known to have radios. 
About 40,000 South Moluccans are 
living in The Netherlands. Members of 
the independence movement seized the 
Indonesian Embassy in The Hague in 
1970 during a visit by 
President 
Suharto and took eight hostages, in­ 
cluding members of the am bassador’s 
family.

H ostages Held 
By Paris Gunm en 


PARIS (AP) — Gunmen took a 
group of people hostage inside a bank 
near the Eiffel Tower after an at­ 
tempted holdup today and demanded 
$2 million ransom and a getaway car, 
police said. 
A passer-by was wounded in the foot 
in a burst of gunfire as the bandits 
entered the Credit Lyonnais Bank on 
Avenue Bosquet. A number of gun­ 
shots also were heard from inside the 
bank. The intruders also fired on a 
police car. 
The exact number of gunmen and 
their hostages was not known. The 
police spokesman said the holdup men 
had demanded that the getaway car be 
brought to them after dark and that the 
ransom money be in U.S. currency. He 
said no direct threats had been made 
against the hostages. 
The gunmen entered the bank late in 
the morning, only seconds ahead of 
armed guards of the Brink’s money 


transporting company, who arrived 
routinely and followed the gunmen in­ 
side. The gunmen then grabbed the 
hostages. 
After first contact between Com­ 
missioner Robert Broussard, assistant 
chief of France’s antigang squad, and 
the gunmen, police tow trucks moved 
in to clear parked cars away from the 
street near the bank. 
Earlier today, two gunmen escaped 
with the equivalent of $22,700 after 
holding a dozen staff and clients at 
gunpoint in a country- bank at Rozay en 
Brie southeast of Paris. 
Last September, two gunmen got 
$1.3 million ransom after holding 
seven hostages for a day in another 
central Paris bank. They eluded police 
in a high-speed chase through Paris. 
Six persons were later arrested and 
charged with complicity in the holdup, 
but the money has not been recovered 
and the six have yet to go on trial.

CIJEVELAND (AP)—A coal com­ 
pany executive says vast coal reserves 
could solve this country’s energy crisis 
but “ for a variety of reasons we can’t 
mine it, we can’t ship it and we can’t 
burn it.” 
Herbert Richey, president of the 
Valley Camp Coal Co. and vice 
chairman of the U.S. Chamber of 
Commerce, said there are more BTU’s 
in the coal under Wyoming and Mon­ 
tana “ than the Sheiks have...in their 
oil under the Arabian Peninsula.” 
He said coal is so plentiful it could 
supply the nation’s needs for centuries. 
“ We can’t mine it because en­ 
vironmental hysteria sees the surface 
mining of coal as the rape of North 
America,” Richey told a symposium 
at Case Western Reserve University 
on “ energy alternatives for Ohio.” 
He said Congress “ and a number of 
state legislatures continue to dally 
with restrictive surface 
mining 
legislation and the Department of the 
Interior, which leases coal tracts on 
public lands, hasn’t let a new coal 
lease in more than three years.” 
Richey said the opposition to strip 
mining stems from the scars left by 
earlier mining operations. 
“ Although the coal industry is today 
reclaiming more acres than it is 
disturbing,” he said, “the excesses of 
another mining generation have left a 
bad taste in the public’s mouth.... 
“ Hence, we have serious efforts in 
Congress and state legislatures to ban 
and-or severely restrict surface 
mining at the very moment when 
surface mining’s product is needed 
most.” 
Even when you mine coal “ and find 
the rail cars to ship it,” Richey said, 
“ the potential consumers are reluctant 
to buy it because the government may 
not let them burn it under the 
restrictive criteria of the Clean Air 
Act. 
“ Congress is slowly going through 
the motions of amending this act, but 
thus far we’ve seen little willingness to 
make the sort of changes that will al­ 
low the full utilization of coal.” 


Richhey said coal is “ one answer to 
the energy crisis — perhaps even THE 
answer — but its full utilization will 
demand gread changes in our national 
policies towards the mining, shipping 
and use of this resource.” 


To make the necessary legislative 
changes and provide the materiel 
needed to double coal output, he said, 
would take “ the sort of commitment to 
coal 
that 
we’ve 
made 
to 
the 
achievement of other national ob­ 
jectives such as victory in World War 
II, landing Ned Armstrong on the 
riimon, and the development of nuclear 
power.”

Lilienthal assesses the 
America there is a tremendous waste 
of human resources, an inaction, a 
negativism, a timidity of leadership, 
public and private, that is lamentable. 
That, he said, is not the way to build 
the country, a country he suggests is 
still in a relatively early state of 
development. 
“If we make up our mind, get the 
lead out, we’ll find this is the greatest 
underdeveloped country in the world, 
and that it doesn’t have to be timid and 
fearful of growth,” he said. We are 
holding ourselves back, he added. 
“We talk about the energy problem 
and conserving energy while we waste 
the basic energy, human energy, 
through unemployment and through 
lack of a massive program of across- 
the-board improvement of human 
skills,” he said. 
Lilienthal, 76, former chairman and 
chief architect of the Tennessee Valley 
Authority and later first chairman of 
the Atomic Energy Commission, views 
many attitudes today to be a con­ 
traction of America’s “can do” spirit. 
“When you have to do things in this 
country some of the impossible’ things 
happen,” he said in an interview at his 
midtown office, after more than two 
years of what he described as growing 
impatience with inaction. 
When the nation had to turn out 
aircraft in World War ll it did so — 
somehow; when TV A had to build 12 
dams simultaneously the dams got 
built; 
and 
energy 
and 
other 
developmental challenges can be met 
equally well, he said, if we just get 
moving. 
The “defensive, overly critical” 
spirit that prevails, he said, is un­ 
becoming. "Most people aren’t happy 
with the pride of their country being 
questioned; there is a latent, un­ 
derlying optimism, and it must be 
released.” 
He continued: “This country isn’t

done. The ‘limits of growth doctrine’ is 
phoney,” he declared flatly, main­ 
taining it emerged from a continent 
where “France has its tongue hanging 
out and the European Russians are 
still dependent on the United States for 
food. 
“This country is dead if it adopts the 
European style, the negative attitude 
toward growth,” he said. “We should 
appreciate the basic dynamics of this 
country and forget our roots in Europe. 
To Lilienthal, an “energy shortage” 
results from an underuse of human 
energy. Human energy, “ drive, 
brainpower, creativity, imagination,” 
puts other energy to work for human 
use. 
Utilize this energy, he said, and you 
solve the problems of producing power 
for factories and homes, as well as the 
other essentials of life, including the 
development of a rich culture and 
sound government. 
TV A didn’t change people from 
being powerless, dispirited people by 
saving energy, he said. “It came from 
the use of energy,” human energy in 
conjunction with the raw energy latent 
in the area. 
His own company, Development and 
Resources Corp., has for the past 20 
years worked on the large scale, in­ 
tegrated development of resources 
throughout the world. His experience: 
Human energy is the catalyst. 
To develop the underutilized natural 
resources of this country, he said, will 
take spirit and leadership — human 
energy. And where will it come from? 
In his view it is there, stored as if in 
batteries, diffused throughout the 
nation, in local communities and 
private organizations. There, he said, 
is where leadership resides — not 
condensed in what are thought to be 
great centers of powers. 
The mood of the country’, he said, 
“can be turned around much sooner 
than you think,” but not, he added, by 
government fiat or in fact by any one 
leader, but instead by local leaders 
dem onstrating 
through 
specific 
projects what can be done. 
An example: “The environmental 
movement is today a major political 
force, the biggest since Popularism. It 
began with housewives, organized by 
ordinary people seeking to protect 
their land. It didn’t begin at the top. 
He concluded: 
“ Speeches and 
rhetoric won’t do it. Summit con­ 
ferences won’t do it. 
It takes 
som ething that happens alm ost 
literally in people’s own backyards — 
demonstrations in a small way of 
private power.” 
Those little accomplishments and 
the spirit that directs them is con­ 
tagious, he said, so much so that even 
the "power centers” eventually have 
to take notice.

In the absence of any disease of the 
spine and in the absence of a 
neurological problem, the possibility is 
that you may be subject to a spasm, 
irritation or inflammation of the 
muscles of the neck. This is known as 
“myositis.” 
Exposure to a draft, or a cramped 
position in bed, may be the cause of 
repeated bouts of this painful con­ 
dition. 
If this is the reason, the use of heat 
with an electric pad or any of the other 
heat retaining devices reduces the 
pain and helps speed the recovery. 
Hot showers are especially com­ 
forting. Drugs to relieve the spasm and 
simple pain-killers, are most effective. 
You might try another type of pillow 
to be certain that no undue pressure is 
being put on neck muscles while you 
sleep.

COLUMBUS, Ohio I AP I - An Ohio 
Supreme Court ruling which had the 
potential for crippling the Ohio Civil 
Rights Commission has in fact barely- 
crimped the commission’s style. 
The ruling said that corporations 
could not be compelled to testify 
against themselves in commission 
proceedings. The ruling had the 
potential of barring the commission 
from seeking records of companies 
suspected of discrimination. 
But the commission made an end run 
around the decision by getting another 
court decision that the Supreme Court 
ruling applied only in housing cases, 
not in cases alleging discrimination in 
em ployment 
or 
public 
ac­ 
commodations. 
And attorneys say housing is the one 
area where records are not critical in 
proving a discrimination case. 
Asst. Atty. Gen. Jack Ruzicho, the 
commission’s chief counsel, said the 


decision went against the general rule 
that corporations are not entitled to 
Fifth Amendment rights 
The Ohio court based its ruling on 
the wording of the statute setting up 
the commission. The statute defines a 
corporation as a ' person," and later 
says that “no person shall bv com­ 
pelled to be a witness against him 
self." 
Ruzicho said after that decision, 
legal researchers determined that self- 
incrimination privileges apply only in

COLUM BUS, Ohio (A P) — Ohio 
hunters harvested a record 2,980 deer 
on the first day of the 1975 deer gun 
season Monday, the state Division of 
Wildlife reports.

“ Hunters are aware the Ohio deer 
herd is at an all-time high of 80,000 and 
this, coupled with the clear weather 
conditions on Monday, created an ideal 
situation for hunting,” said division 
Chief Dale Haney. 
Haney said hunters in Ashtabula 
County recorded the highest total with 
251, followed by Muskingum with 241, 
Trumbull 217, Athens 203, Washington 
166, Morgan 150, Vinton 129, Meigs 127, 
Williams 103 and Perry 96.

Hicks seized Mayor Kevin White’s 
suite for most of a day. They also 
ignored antibusing protesters who 
marched and chanted outside the hotel 
during most of the conference. 
The education policy drafted by the 
league at its convention here this week 
says only that disruptions brought 
about by desegregation attempts 
should he the concern of school offi­ 
cials and the business community as 
well as of school boards. It does not 
mention either “ mayors" or “ busing." 
At most meetings of urban officials, 
proponents of either probusing or 
antibusing resolutions are deflected or 
dissuaded by their colleagues either in 
closed-door .sessions or in committee 
meetings. 
At this week’s league convention, 
both Dem ocratic and Hepublican 
caucuses declined to adopt resolutions 
explicitly discussing busing despite ef­ 
forts to do so in both groups. 
Many city officials have said over 
the last six years that they shouldn’t 
get involved because it is an issue for 
independent school boards, whether 
elected or appointed. 
Others, most of whom will speak 
only off the record, admit that the city 
officials arc doubtful they could reach 
any compromise position and are 
convinced that an effort to do so could 
consume most of their time at their 
annual convention if the issue were 
taken up in debate. 


On Tuesday, a group of Republicans 
from the Texas Municipal league 
sought to have the Hepublican mayors 
caucus go on record against court-or­ 
dered busing and take that position to 
the league’s policymaking com­ 
mittees. But the GOF mayors declined 
to do so. 
Mayor Richard King of Inde­ 
pendence, Mo., .speaking for the GOP 
caucus, told reporters, “ A most 
negative busing resolution was in­ 
troduced and referred to our executive 
committee for study. We felt we should 
have an affirmative position.” 
King came as close as any mayor 
ever has in public to reflecting the 
private reasons why most city officials 
avoid debates on busing at mayors 
conferences. He said, “ We decided not 
to take a position on an inflammatory 
issue without a good deal of study and 
not to introduce an emotional issue into 
the convention when ifs not the most 
important issue for cities but would 
dominate the conference 
if

NEW YORK (AP) - Where does 
Archie Griffin go from here0 
Well, his next stop is Pasadena, 
Calif., for a Rose Bowl date with UCLA 
and then, hopefully, it’s on to pro 
football for the only player ever to win 
the Heisman Trophy twice. 
Hopefully, that is, because Griffin 
stands only 5-foot-9—if you press him 
he’ll confess to 5-8H—and weighs 184 
pounds, a drop in the bucket among all 
those gargantuan pro linemen he’ll be 
running into. 
“I’d like to play pro ball,’’ Griffin 
said Tuesday at the Downtown Athletic 
Gub where he was announced as the 
Heisman winner for an unprecedented 
second year in a row. “I want to help 
my family out because they’ve helped 
me in ail my endeavors. 
“ But I really don’t want to go into 
that now because we have another 
game to play and I’d trade both 
Heismans for the national cham ­ 
pionship. That’s been the goal of our 
team since I was a freshman. This is 
the closest now we’ve ever come. 
People think of the national cham ­ 
pionship as more of a team thing than 
the Heisman Trophy.” 
Coach Woody Hayes of No. 1-ranked 
Ohio State, who accompanied Griffin 
from Columbus, Ohio, for Tuesday’s 
announcement—Griffin will formally 
receive the trophy at a dinner Dec. 
ll—has no doubts about Griffin’s 
future in the pro ranks. 
“ Maybe he’s not as big as they like, 
but he’s as brave as they like,” Hayes 
said. “ I have no doubt he can play in 
the pros. He epitomizes everything you 
want in an athlete—great ability and 
great courage—and he’s the best 
leader we’ve ever had. 
“ He combines speed and power and 
runs the ball better than any back 
we’ve ever had. And I’ve never seen a 
player who engenders the respect in 
other players that he does.” 
Griffin won the 1975 Heisman by 
outdistancing running backs Chuck 
Muncie of California and Ricky Bell of 
Southern Cal. Griffin received 454 
first-place ballots, 167 seconds and 104 
thirds from 888 sports writers and 
broadcasters across the country. On a 
3-2-1 basis, that amounted to 1,800 
points. Muncie (145-104-87) received 
730 point to 708 for Bell (70-169-160). 
Rounding out the top IO finishers 
were running backs Tony Dorsett of 
Pitt, Joe Washington of Oklahoma and 
Jimmy DuBose of Florida,

terback John Sciarra of UCLA, run­ 
ning back Gordon Bell of Michigan, 
defensive tackle Leroy Selmon of 
O klahom a and q u arterb ack Gene 
Swick of Toledo.

Teamsters Plan Huge Demands 
School Suit P la n n e d 
A s L e v e r 


AKRON, Ohio (AP) — The Team­ 
sters Union, 
contending that the 
ceiling on cost-of-living increases has 
cost its members money, will demand 
its removal when its negotiators open 
talks next week, a union report says. 


And the bargaining team that will be 
working toward a new three-year 
master contract also will ask the 
nation’s trucking companies to raise 
wages $2.50 an hour, a dollar more 
than had been expected, the report 
says. 


The Akron Beacon Journal reported 
Tuesday it had obtained a copy of the 
report and confirmed it with a local 
Teamster official. 
The Teamsters report dated Nov. 25 
also says the union wants pension, 
health and welfare funds increased 
even more than the raise that must 
come as the industry brings its pension 
practices into conformity with a new 
federal law. 
Talks on a new three-year contract 
are scheduled to begin Dec. ll in 
Washington D.C. The current pact that 
covers about 450,000 Teamsters ex­ 


pires next March 31. 
Under the present agreement, union 
drivers average a minimum of $7.05 an 
hour. When their mileage total is 
substantial, they may get more under 
a mileage rate of 17.9 cents per mile. 
The report says the Teamsters will 
propose increasing that rate by six 
cents over the next three years. The 
union also will ask that hourly pay be 
raised $1.50 effective March I and then 
75 cents in each of the next two years. 
Union sources indicated that $2.50 
total is considered to be a starting 
point which the final compromise will 
reduce. 
But 
Richard 
Collinson, 
president of Teamster IiOcal 24 here, 
predicted that reaching a settlement 
will be as tough as in any past 
bargaining. 
The report says the Teamsters will 
demand twice-yearly payment of cost- 
of-living increases, along with removal 
of the current maximum of ll cents an 
hour that’s determined on an annual 
basis. 
Collinson said the cost-of-living limit 
and lack of any such provision in the 
first year of the current contract have 
Soviets Permanent 
Buyers O f Grain? 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (A P) - The 
Soviet Union is likely to be a per­ 
manent fixture in the international 
grain market, the assistant secretary 
of agriculture for international affairs 
said Tuesday. 
Richard E. Bell, during an ap­ 
pearance at the Ohio Farm Bureau 
Federation annual convention, said it 
is unlikely the Soviet Union will ever 
produce enough grain to meet its 
needs. 
“ I 
don’t 
think 
they 
have 
the 
capability to produce the quantity of 
grain they need,” Bell said. ‘‘So, over a 
period of time, we expect them to 
continue to be large, continual buyers. 
“ I look upon the Soviet Union as 
being almost a permanent market,” he 
said. 
Bell said Soviet agricultural efforts 
are faced with problems of both 
terrain and weather which decrease 
the possibility of regular good har­ 
vests. 
Although they “will have a good year 
from time to time,” he said, the overall 
result is a shortage of domestic grain. 
In addition, he said, the Soviets must 
spend a sizeable portion of their 


resources on other sectors of the 
economy 
if 
they 
hope 
to fulfill 
promises to their people of a rising 
standard of living. 


Bell also said that although the 
Soviet Union is the most publicized 
foreign buyer of American grain, it is 
not the largest. 


India buys the most American grain, 
he said, with other sizeable exports to 
Western Europe, Japan, Eastern 
Europe, the Middle East and latin 
America. 
“ That’s something that’s very im­ 
portant, but itn’t mentioned much,” he 
said. 
Bell said the United States exports 
about 50.per cent of all grain in world 
trade. But he dismissed any notion that 
the United States could establish a 
grain cartel similar to the oil cartel of 
Middle East countries. 
He said operation of a grain cartel 
would violate national policy. 
It also would not work, he said, 
because consuming nations could 
change their consumption patterns too 
quickly and because there are too 
many exporting nations. 
Dead Man Got 
Checks 22 Years 


CLEVELAND (A P) - Mrs. Yvonne 
M. Alford says her physician father 
has been receiving checks each year 
since 1953 from the Ohio Bureau of 
Workmen’s Compensation for medical 
care for injured workers. He died 22 
years ago. 


“ Something is fouled up someplace 
and someone didn’t get the word,” 
Mrs. Alford said in a telephone in­ 
terview today from her home in 
Amherst, 30 miles from Cleveland. She 
said she has sent the checks back each 
year with the notation that her father, 
Dr. Arthur F. McQueen, is deceased, 
but has received no reply. 
Reached by telephone in the state 
capital in Columbus, David B. God­ 
frey, deputy administrator of the 
bureau, said his staff spent a few hours 
investigating the case but “ couldn’t 
find any correlation to that particular 
name in our files.” 
A special legislative committee is 
investigating 
Ohio’s 
Workmen’s 
Compensation system. 
“ We would have something if the 
checks were sent out,” said Godfrey. 
“ As far as I know, he didn’t receive 
any checks from our bureau. My 
people tell me something similar 
happened a week ago and it turned out 
that those checks were from Social 
Security. Her father might have got 
them from Social Security.” 
“ No, it wasn’t from Social Security,” 
said Mrs. Alford. “ The envelopes were 
Workmen’s Compensation envelopes. I 
don’t remember what was on the 
checks. I can’t prove I got them. I have 
no photostats.” 
Godfrey said his staff is continuing 
to look into the matter. He said the 
system is computerized. 
Mrs. Alford said her father had been 
a physician in Amherst for about 40 
years. He died July 18,1953, at the age 
of 68. Since then, she said, he has 
received a check once or twice a year 
for about $15 or $20. 
Mrs. Alford said the checks were 
made out to her father at his old office 
address in Amherst, but were for­ 
warded to her by the post office. She 
explained that Amherst is a small 
town, once with only 3,000 population 
but now up to about 10,000, and postal 
workers knew she was Dr. McQueen’s 
daughter. 
The last check she received was 
about six months ago, she said, and she 
returned it to the regional bureau in 
Cleveland. 
“ I thought maybe they could get 
through where I couldn’t,” she said. “ I 
thought I ’d try another avenue. I’ve 
received no word since then.” 
She said it is possible that some of 
the checks during the first few years 
after her father’s death were back pay. 
“ But they would have to be sent back 
anyway to be rewritten through the 
estate. They couldn’t be cashed.” 
“ After a while, I began to think, lxird 


cost Teamster members 79 cents an 
hour so far. 
As for pensions, industry sources 
have predicted the trucking companies 
will ask the Teamsters to absorb the 
cost occasion by the new federal law.

Jones. 
“ If we can establish the state’s 
responsibility 
(for 
school 
desegregation) it won’t be necessary 
to bring any more suits. 
“ The NAACP has directed its efforts 
toward Ohio. What happens in this 
state is important to all northern and 
western states,” Jones said. 
"In addition to Cleveland and Cin­ 
cinnati, 
NAACP 
lawyers 
are 
challenging all school segregation on 
Columbus, Dayton and Youngstown. 
“ We have more current suits in Ohio 


than in any other state. Segregation in 
Ohio schools is more extreme than in 
other places,” Jones said.

COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) - Columbia 
Gas of Ohio has endorsed a proposal by 
the Public Utilities Commission of 
Ohio (PUCO) to conserve natural gas 
by compensating businessmen for the 
higher costs of using oil or other 
alternate fuels. 
Columbia, in a pricing proposal 
submitted to the PUCO, said it is 
willing to “ provide an economic in­ 
centive to customers to induce them to 
use their alternate fuels and release 
their natural gas allocations to the use 
of the curtailed customers who do not 
have such capability.” 
The utility said there currently are 
businessmen who could use oil or other 
fuels “ but for economic reasons elect 
not to employ the higher priced al­ 
ternate fuels.” 
Columbia suggested gas utilities pay 
business customers the difference in 
fuel costs if they convert, plus up to IO 
per cent in addition to offset handling 
charges and differences in process 
efficiencies involved in the switch. 
The PUCO last month suggested 
such a program to stimulate fuel 
conversion by business and industry in 
Ohio. They asked all gas utilities to re­ 
spond by Dec. 9.

A discussion was held among the 
Ix>gan Elm Board members Monday 
night concerning the local represen­ 
tation 
on 
the 
Pickaway-Hoss 
Vocational Board of Education. The

Noel said a first step in that direction 
was for the governors to find out how 
the candidates view the role of the 
states. 
“ We’ve never had anything like this 
before,” he said after the candidate 
forum. 
But governors in both parties have 
tried, and usually failed, to make their 
collective influence felt in presidential 
campaigns. 
Usually it has been for lack of a 
consensus. But much of the political 
power that governors once wielded in 
their own states has slipped away with 
the increasing number of presidential 
prim ary elections and with the 
Democratic 
reform

designed to broaden participation in 
the nominating process. 
Noel said he wasn’t trying to get 
Democratic governors aligned behind 
any candidate, although he thinks 
personally it might be a good idea.

COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) - With a 
pledge of state support from Gov. 
James A. Rhodes, Ohio drillers have 
launched a new drive to encourage 
drilling of oil and gas wells in the state. 
“ The industry has outlined a policy 
which it believes will encourage the 
drilling of 3,000 wells a year in Ohio for 
each of the next five years,” Rhodes 
said after meeting Tuesday with 
Kenner McConnell Jr., president of the 
Ohio Oil and Gas Association. 
Rhodes called that goal reasonable. 
“ In 1967,” he noted, “ there were 2,600 
wells drilled in Ohio, using equipment 
inferior to what is available today.” 
The record year for Ohio, according 
to the state division of oil and gas, was 
1964 when 2,-835 wells were drilled 
during the “ Morrow County boom.” 
About 1,000 wells have been drilled 
so far this year, the division said. 
Rhodes said the 3,000-a-year goal for 
new wells would double Ohio’s 
production of natural gas and ease 
current shortages. 
“ You bet its optimistic,” McConnell 
said of the target, “ but we’re going to 
ask our people to try to do it.” 
McConnell said the association's 
1,200 members would be encouraged to 
move forward with new drilling in 
anticipation of a “ favorable climate,” 
which hinges mainly on lack of inter­ 
ference by the federal government. 
The association will lobby the Ohio 
congressional delegation to work for 
the defeat of a bill before the House 
that would further erode the depletion 
allowance, he said. 
“ At present, the attack is on the 
deduction of intangible drilling and 
development costs incurred in oil and 
gas exploration,” McConnell said. 
“ The elimination of this tax incentive, 
in effect since the beginning of the 
federal income tax system, would 
essentially eliminate drilling by in­ 
dependent oil producers in the State of 
Appeals Court

A report on the activities of the 
Fourth District Court of Appeals 
during November was issued today by 
Sara M. Dresbach, clerk of the court. 
According to her report, there were 
14 cases pending at the beginning of 
November.

do its share to help the oil and gas 
industry achieve this goal.

He did 
not comment on the federal legislation. 
The drillers association also said 
out-of-use wells could be revived 
through stimulation and retreatment. 
And the drillers said new techniques 
should be tried on unexplored areas, 
such as shale formations, which 
happen to be one of Rhodes favorite 
topics.
